I am a seventeen year-old senior at William Allen 
High. I'm also a lesbian. I've been out of the closet 
for one year this May. 

William Allen has almost 3,000 students. Among 
them, I know of not one who is gay. I do know they 
are there, but because of the closed environment, 
it is almost impossible to find them. If there was a 
way of knowing, high school could be an easier 
experience to go through. 

The library has minimal information on 
homosexuality. Out of two books, one is titled "Gay 
Is Not Good.” It is very disturbing that out of all 
the books on homosexuality, the board of 
education approved this one. 

There’s no support for gay teens within the 
system, unless you come across an "acceptional’ 
teacher or counselor. Teachers say we can talk to 
them if we need to, but when I tried to tell my 
favorite English teacher I was gay, she told me 
that she could not get involved. She never found 
out about me. 

I can understand that she might have been 
afraid of the responsibility and the possible 
reaction of my parents. But I can’t understand 
how a teacher can reject a child if it’s obvious that 
the student is confused and needs to talk to 
someone. High school would be an easier place if 
there was at least one openly gay teacher to talk 
to.

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What About the Schools?

As I am a high school teacher, I was asked to write 
this article on what it’s like to be gay in high 
school today, and what the solutions to the 
problems of today’s gay students might be. 

We, as gays, male and female, have almost all 
shared with our straight cohabitants of this world 
the high school experience and the hell of 
adolescence. We, however, had one extra strike 
against us — our gayness. Armed with this 
thought, I sought out the gay women and men I 
used to teach to learn how to solve the problems of 
today’s students. Surprisingly, many of their high 
school memories are among the happiest of their 
lives. Only one former student, when asked what 
_ her life in high school was like, said, "miserable." 

Some did not know they were gay in high 
school. Some knew, but didn’t do anything about 
it. Some had long-term romantic relationships, 
while others fooled around a little with other 
students in the adolescent experimentation stage. 
Certain ex- students were infamously notorious 
and were "done” regularly by the whole football 
team (and loved it, and very much miss it). I 
especially remember seeing one male student, a 
senior at the time, in full drag every Wednesday 
night at the local gay watering hole. He never even 
looked in my direction in school the next day. 

When I asked them what could be done to help 
solve the problems of today’s gay students, the 
only solution I received was that more should be 
taught about gayness -— the social implications in 
sociology and psychology courses, AIDS in health 
classes, and famous gay people in history, art and 
literature courses. Thus, the concept of 
homosexuality would become more familiar to all 


students; what is familiar is less feared than the 
unknown. 

For the most part, though, no one could offer 
any other solution. They especially did not want to 
singled out for exclusively gay classes or special 
counseling. "High school students have their own 
problems, gay or straight; don’t complicate them 
by giving them added recognition,’ said one 
ex-student. 

As long as there have been schools there have 
been gay students —— at least ever since wearing 
green socks on Thursdays was supposed to have 
been a recognition signal. (My mother only bought 
me black socks and I was almost ready to go 
sockless and use a green magic marker on my 
feet.) Many of these gay students have been 
troubled, but maybe not much more than other, 
non-gay, adolescents. Everyone has problems going 
through adolescence, and coming to terms with 
being gay is just one of those problems. While we 
must strive to make coming out more 
comfortable for gay youngsters, we must not lose 
sight of the fact that adolescence is inherently 
uncomfortable for most students. 

Obviously, many gay people turn out to be 
happy, healthy gay adults without any special 
effort on the part of school personnel; I talked to 


twenty people for this article, and only one said 
that hed rather be straight.
